holy Supper of our Toꝛd Jeſas Chꝛiſt, euen as the Lozd Je⸗ 
ſas had oꝛdained the ſaine ſhoꝛtly beloꝛe his death and Pallion. 
Hit added hereunto a farther erpoſitton of his demaund: 
that his requeſt was not grounded on Superſtition, oz on 
that erroz, that ex opere operato, the ſame were meritozious: 
but whereas he had bene a certaine time in fozraine Coun⸗ 
tries, and had not found the fit occaſion to receiue the ſame in 
the Church and Congregation ofthe faithfull,his requeſt was 
to reteiue, foz the ſtrengthening of his weake Faith, and to 
_ his P2ofeſſion yet once againe befoze God and the 
Wold, | 
The 2 — had nothing to reply vnto ſuch a reaſona⸗ 
— and religious requeſt, and thercfoze perfoꝛmed the ſame out

Afterward he continued his ſpeech thus: 


Praile and thanke my God, that he hath created mce a man, 
with reaſon and vnderſtanding, that hee hath preſerued my 
body, Soule, and limmes vntill this houre, deliucred me from 
many ſorrowes and dangers, beſtowed on mee very much 
ood, exalted mee vnto great honout and chiefely, that hee 
ach lo directed the going out and in of- my late Voyage, 
that I am returned vnto mine in good health and diſpglyiogs 

And whereas now a dayes many and diuers Religions are 
found in Europe, Ithanke my God, that hee hath let me come 
vnto this Religion, where I doe ſeeke my ſaluation onely in his 
merey declared vnto vs in leſus Chriſt, For know by expe- 
rience, and doe alſo teſtiſie the fame opeuly, that I haue found 
in all my grietes and temtations, a firme comfore in the con- 
ſeſlion of this my Faith, being grounded onely on the Wri- 
— the holy Prophets and Apoſtles of the old and new 
Teltament I am therefore aſſured in my heart that this is the 
true 4 and Conſeſſion of God, whereby ſure ſaluation 
is to be found, and hoped for. 

I thanke likewiſe all thoſe good men, whom God hath im- 
ployed as meanes and inſtruments, by whoſecare, ſeruice and 
diligence I was brought vnto this profeſſion, I will alſothat my 
Children be brought vp and perſeuere therein. Belides this I 
admonith you Paſtors to be faithfull and diligent in your charge 
as hitherto you have beene, that ſo you may giue a good ac- 
count vnto God. And now l place my ſelfe before Gods face, 
as a poote ſinner that hath deſerued Hell and eternall death: but 

1 firmely that leſus Chriſt, true God and Man is my Sa- 
uiour: (who as the Lambe of God, hath boren my linges vpon 


theCrofle, anti deliuered me out of the 
that he will, beute my end, ſtrengthen 
holy Supper. I teſtiſie alſo before God and yuu his Mu 
that I haue forgiuen, and doe forgiue with my hart all tholerbar 
haue offended me: and 1 pray likewiſe for pardon, for wee art 
mon, and the righteous man falleth ſeauen times 2 day. | 
And becauſe many men haue thought that I beare an cuill 
hart agamſt my deere brother Count x Albrechr, & c. I proteſt 
that I alwayes was truely and brotherly affected, and my Con- 
ſcience doth vitneile vnto me, that concerning our controuer- 
lie ( vvhich I haue ſubmitted vnto the Law ) I am not altered x- 


gainit him : and I doe not in that regard reate the iudgement 
ſeate of Go p: Haue youthereforea care to tell him thus much 
from me : Pray and admoniſh him alſo to let the Law hai his 
courſe, and to deale faithfully with my Widdow and Orphanes, 
— L-rd will reward hun for it. and he ſhall keepe a good con- 
cience. | 

Finally, I reſtifie by this holy Supper, that if it pleaſe the 
Lord to reſtore vnto-me my health, ( vyhich I doe fully leaue 
to his good pleaſure )I will to his praiſe and honour amend my 
life, endeauouringthat which is good, and ſhunning all wicked- 
neſſez yet all this onely by his help, grace and aſſiſtance. 

Thus did his Excellencie giue a true and conſtant pzofeſ- 
ſion of his Faith, not with one bzeath, but at divers times as 
his ſtrength would permit. 

The dutch Pzeacher of the old Citie, befoze the Commu- 
nion made a ſhozt Sermon: ſome fouretœne did communis

Next moꝛning there came vnto his Excellencie the Noble 
Lady Emilia of Orange, Siſter of his wife, from Heydciberg, 
whom her receaned with teares, and ſaid ; Many haue (tood 
weeping about my bedde, but none could breake iny hcart,and 
prouoke my teares but your Ladyſhip. About the ſame time 
came diuers of his ſeruants home from the Sermon made on 
the monthly pꝛayer day, and his Ercellencie would heare of 
euer one ot them ſome god doctrine, oz comfoztable ſentence 
bzought from thence, which being perfozmed by them, hee 
heard it with great contentinent. His wife came alſo the ſame 
day againe to viſite him, whom he receaued with kinde and 
comfoztable wozds, and ſhoꝛtly after ſhe went from him. 

The evening and night appzoaching his Excellencie be- 
came very heauy, ſo that not oncly the Phiſitians with their 
Art, but alſo the Diumes with their conſolations had enough 
to doe: at his Excellencics requeſt diuets penitenciall o ſalmes 
were (ung, namely, the ſirt,thirty-eight, and others. J toe 
occaſion at the ſame tune to comfozt his Erccilencte with the 
hope which pet wax had that God would pzolong his life, and 
make him ouer-goe, by patience, the ſmarting paines and 
weakneCes of his body, but when as I perceiued by his woꝛds 
and countenance that ſuch comfozt was not acceptable vnto 
him, A went on, and ſaid that his Ercellence had not onely to 
lone what were god foz himſelfe, but alſo fo; his Country and 
paze people,affirming, we doe not ene heauen and life euer;
